Satisfy  us  speedily 
with  Thy  mercy,  that  we  may  rejoice  and  be  glad 
all  our  days !  Make  us  glad  according  to  the  time 
in  which  Thou  hast  afflicted  us ;  according  to  the 
years  in  which  we  have  seen  adversity !  Let  Thy 
deeds  be  known  to  Thy  servants,  and  Thy  glory 
to  their  children !  Let  the  favor  of  the  Lord,  our 
God,  be  upon  us,  and  establish  for  us  the  works 
of  our  hands ;  yea.  the  work  of  our  hands,  establish 
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'  Addvoy  moh  Odom. 
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'YyHAT  is  man,  Almighty,  that  Thou  thinkest  of 
^  him,  the  son  of  dust  that  Thou  mindest  him? 

Man  is  like  naught,  his  days  are  like  a  fleeting 
shadow ;  in  the  morning  he  blooms  like  the  plant, 
in  the  evening  he  is  withered  and  dried  up.  Thou 
leadestman  to  the  tomb  and  sayest:  ''Return  unto 
me,  ye  children  of  dust."  O  that  they  were  wise,  and 
considered  their  end !  For  in  his  death  man  takes 
nothing  along;  his  honor  does  not  descend  after 
him.  Practice  virtue;  live  uprightly,  then  peace 
will  be  thy  glorious  end.

"Man  is  of  few  daj's  and  full  of 
trouble.  He  cometh  up  like  a  flower 
and  withereth ;  like  a  shadow  he 
fleeth  and  lasteth  not." 

(Job,  Chapt.  XIV.  1—2.) 

AX/'HO  knoweth  the  span  of  his  life?  In  the 
morning  even,  like  the  plant  chilled  by  the 
early  rime,  is  man  taken  off  in  the  dawning  daj^s 
of  existence.  Like  an  angel  sent  from  the  realm 
of  eternal  light,  this  little  one  appeared  among 
us,  to  tarry  here  a  brief  period.  Why  did  he  (she) 
come?  Merely  to  burden  our  hearts,  to  darken  the 
home  all  the  more  for  the  bright  light  his  coming 
kindled?  No!  even  in  his  death  this  angel  spreads 
blessings.  His  memory  will  be  a  new  link  to  rivet 
the  heart  of  father  and  mother  more  closely  unto 
each  other.  For  what  would  a  love  be  which  has 
not  yet  tasted  of  the  bitter  things  of  life  ?  Ignorant 
of  its  own  depth  and  strength,  affliction  wakes 
w^ithin  us  the  consciousness  of  that  great  love 
which  passes  clarified  through  the  furnace  of  grief. 
He  who  is  the  Master  of  life  and  the  Ruler  in 
death,  sendeth  for  a  brief  possession  the  flowers 
blooming  in  the  garden  of  the  family;  and  taketh 
them  away  for  a  lasting  memory  in  the  sacred 
shrine  of  a  father's  affection  and  a  mother's  un- 
fading love.  The  tears  which  flow  when  one  so 
tender  is  torn  from  the  parental  heart,  are  dew- 
drops  in  which  play  and  glow  the  sun's  golden 
tints,  announcing  that  even  in  such  night  as  this 
God's  light  has  not  set,  and  His  love  is  ever  near.

Bring  kindness  to  those  that 
never  tasted  its  sweetness ;  light  to  homes  that  are 
ever  wrapped  by  sombre  clouds ;  and  thus  from  the 
limpid  v^rater  of  love  and  duty  draw  the  refreshing 
draught  to  cool  the  parched  lips,  to  quench  the 
grievous  thirst.  Then  your  own  wound,  by  healing 
that  of  others,  will  be  soothed  by  the  balm  ol 
divine  resignation  and  dutiful  devotion.    Amen. 


For  the  Death  of  a  young  Maiden. 

"Remember  thy   Creator  in   the  days 
of  thy  youth." 

ECCLESIASK,  Chapt.  XII,  1. 

"TJEATH  is  the  deepest  problem  of  life.  When  with 
his  cold  breath  he  touches  one  of  our  beloved, 
he  brings  peace  to  the  sufferer,  but  sorrow  to 
the  hearts  of  the  surviving.  And  our  affliction  is 
greater,  and  our  sorrow  more  intense,  when  death 
gamers  an  untimely  harvest,  when  the  old  are  left 
to  mourn  for  the  young. 

Our  departed  friend  died  in  the  bloom  of  her 
youth.  Scarce  developed  into  the  fullness  of  life, 
she  passed  away  from  the  happy  circle  of  her 
family,  leaving  behind  her  grief-stricken  parents, 
v^eeping  brothers  and  sisters,  sorrowing  friends. 
The  vigorous  spirit  which  animated  a  noble  frame, 
which  caused  the  eyes  to  beam  with  the  inspiration 
of  thought,    and   endowed   every   movement   with 
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grace  and  beauty,  this  spirit  has  flown  from  its 
temporal  abode,  and  only  the  ruins  of  the  temple 
her  soul  inhabited  remain.  Amidst  the  beauty  and 
loveliness  of  life  the  summons  came,  and  no  power 
on  earth  could  retard  her  departure. 

But  why  do  we  complain,  why  do  we  question 
the  wisdom  of  Providence?  Though  taken  away 
in  the  prime  of  her  youth,  the  departed  filled  out 
the  whole  sphere  of  her  life.  In  the  household 
of  God  nothing  happens  too  soon,  nothing  comes 
too  late,  but  all  things  and  events  have  their 
appointed  time.  From  the  cradle  to  the  grave 
man's  destiny  is  in  God's  hand.  Our  life  is  but  a 
trust,  given  into  our  keeping  for  a  longer  or  shorter 
period;  and  whenever  the  call  to  return  to  the 
everlasting  home  is  sounded,  we  must  lay  down 
OUT  charge  and  follow  whither  the  divine  hand  is 
beckoning  us.  Nor  is  duration  the  true  measure  of 
existence.  Whether  life  lasted  one  year,  or  was 
lengthened  into  a  hundred,  it  is  complete;  it  has 
fulfilled  the  task  assigned  by  Him  who  is  the  life 
and  light  of  all,  the  Fountain  of  all  Being. 

In  this  thought,  then,  you,  parents,  upon  whose 
threshold  the  shadow  of  this  great  sorrow  has 
fallen,  must  find  sweet  consolation.  The  beautiful 
structure  of  her  tender  form  has  been  broken,  and 
the  earth  claims  the  ashes,  out  of  which  her  body 
was  built.  But  her  soul  abides  with  us,  and  will 
remain  a  holy  presence  in  our  midst; — yea,  as  long 
as  memory  lasts,  the  remembrance  of  her  will  con- 
tinue to  be  a  blessing  to  those  who  loved  her. 
Therefore  let  us  not  speak  of  her  in  sorrow.  Let 
us  speak  of  her  rather  as  one  that  has  been  called 
to  a  higher  existence,  where  pain  and  anxiety  are 
no  more. 
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Let  us  give  thanks  to  God  for  the  joy  which  her 
presence  with  us  brought ;  and  let  us  not  murmur 
when  the  Heavenly  Giver  reclaims  His  own.  Give 
praise  to  God  who  has  chosen  you  through  trials 
and  afflictions  to  sanctify  His  name  on  earth,  and 
to  teach  His  children  the  divine  lesson  of  humility 
and  submission  to  His  holy  will.  With  Job  of  old 
let  us  say:  "The  Lord  gave,  the  Lord  has  taken, 
the  name  of  God  be  praised."    Amen. 


For  t^he  Death  of  a  middle-aged  Person. 

UNFATHOMABLE  are  the  ways  of  God.  His 
will  rules  the  universe ;  His  wisdom  sustains  all 
things ;  His  love  upholds  all  His  creatures.  He  hath 
clothed  with  beauty  and  endowed  with  changing 
forms  the  countless  host  of  plants;  and  He  breathed 
life  and  motion  into  the  myriads  of  animated  beings. 
High  above  all  creatures  stands  man,  the  image 
of  his  Maker,  destined  to  rule  over  all  things  of 
earth,  to  recognize  and  follow  the  traces  of  God's 
work,  to  search  for  divine  knowledge,  and  reach 
out  after  divine  perfections.  But  in  His  supreme 
counsel  God  has  decreed  a  measure  for  the  existence 
of  every  being  and  set  a  boundary  to  human  life. 
From  the  moment  of  his  birth  man  steadily  and 
irresistibly  approaches  death,  and  as  the  grass 
withers  and  the  worm  dies,  even  so  does  man  fade 
and  fall  and  sink  into  the  dust.  In  the  grave  now 
rest  the  generations  of  the  past;  there  they  sleep 
in  undisturbed  silence,  the  dear  parents,  kindred 
and  friends,  and  there  we,  too,  will  sooner  or  later, 
be  bedded  in  eternal  slumber. 
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Whenever  we  are  called  upon  to  part  from  one 
that  was  dear  to  us;  whenever  death  tears  from 
our  heart  a  beloved  one  who  was  the  support  of 
our  life,  the  joy  and  comfort  of  our  existence,  our 
souls  are  painfully  agitated,  and  in  our  ears  re- 
sounds the  clear  admonitory  voice  of  death,  remind- 
ing us  that  not  here  on  earth  is  our  lasting  home, 
that  we  are  but  strangers  and  sojourners,  as  all 
our  fathers  were. 

But  while  heeding  this  admonitory  voice  we 
need  not  fear  it ;  for  in  us  lives  the  firm  trust  that 
death  leads  not  to  destruction,  but  opens  rather 
the  portals  of  a  new,  a  higher  life.  Death  has  no 
power  over  the  divine  portion  which  God,  in  His 
infinite  mercy,  has  planted  within  us,  and  from  the 
depth  of  our  being  comes  taus  the  jo\'OUS  message: 
When  the  dust  has  returned  to  the  dust  whence  it 
came,  the  imperishable  soul  will  enter  upon  a  life 
unending.  Immortality  is  our  portion  from  above; 
the  spirit  within  us  is  eternal,  as  God  is  eternal. 

Would  that  the  hour  of  parting  when  it  comes, 
when  death .  severs  the  ties  of  life,  might  find  us 
well  prepared  for  that  final  journej^ ;  that  we  might 
look  back  with  contentment  and  j^eace  upon  our 
past  life ;  so  that  dying  we  might  feel  that  we  are 
but  going  home  to  our  Father,  into  our  eternal 
abode.  In  this  spirit  and  with  pious  resignation 
let  us  think  of  the  dear  departed,  whose  earthly 
remains  we  now  confide  to  their  last  resting  place. 
His  life's  task  on  earth  is  ended;  he  has  obcA^ed 
the  summons  to  enter  into  the  realms  of  life  and 
light  eternal  in  the  presence  of  God.     Amen.

And  for  this 
reason,  the  woes  which  burden  the  heart  of  one, 
open  the  deep  sources  of  sympathy  in  the  hearts  of 
all.  Here  we  feel  that  we  are  brothers.  To  those 
upon  whom  the  loss  has  fallen,  w^e  bring  the  fullest 
measure  of  our  sympath^^  We  join  them  in  prayer 
in  the  hour  of  their  trial ;  we  are  with  them,  united 
by  the  holy  bond  of  a  memory,  dearest  to  them^ 
but  also  dear  to  us. 

From  the  fountain  of  all  life  and  light  and 
love  comes  to  us  strength  and  consolation.  Let  us 
crave  the  courage  to  bear!  Death  claims  but  the 
dust.  The  divine  which  tenanted  for  a  while  the 
mortal  clay  abides  for  ever.    Memory  brings  back 
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what  the  grave  has  taken  awa\'.  It  frees  from 
the  limitations  of  flesh,  and  makes  more  real  the 
transfigured  presence  than  ever  was  the  living  frame. 
And  many  are  the  virtues  which  he  who  has  obe3'ed 
the  summons,  has  left  for  us  to  treasure  and  to 
emulate.  In  this  spirit  let  us  lift  up  our  voices  in 
prayer  to  the  God  of  our  fathers.  Let  us  praise 
His  holy  name!

J^ET  us  in  this  hour  gratefully  acknowledge  the 
wonderful  protection  w^hich  God  vouchsafed 
unto  those  who  revered  his  name,  and  bravely 
fought  the  glorious  battle,  which  this  day  com- 
memorates. The  power  vested  in  Israel  at  the  time 
of  David,  the  faithful  servant  of  God,  had  vanished, 
discord  had  entered  and  weakened  the  house  of 
Jacob,  and  his  pride  and  glory  had  been  laid  low 
by  the  sword  of  his  enemies.
